Nobody who lias at any time been 
visitor of schools, needs to be re 
minded of the close and heated at 
moaphere which is generally enoonn 
tared in »nch place; ; bnt it seldom 
provokes comment, from the absenc 
•f * proper aense of the detriments 
influence it exercises. 
Teachers fre 


qnently complain of tbe dullness o 
their pupils, without thinking 
inspecting that this dullness is dn 
to the depressing influence of a clus 
nail imutire atmosphere in the schoo 
room. 
Either from carelessms 


arising out of habitual imprisonmen 
in bad air, or on the plea of keepin 
out of the oold, those in charge o 
reboots too frequently conduct tl 
business during the entire day wit 
ctowd windows and doors. 
This 


prMctiite is alike deleterious to men- 
Ill and bodily health. The energies 
of teachers and pupils are deadened, 
and mneh of their exertions couat 
for nothing. Perhaps it is not going 
too far to affirm that one hour's work 
ia a well ventilated room affects a 
larger result than three in a room 
that i* not well ventilated. This con- 
sideration atone, apart from the ques- 
tion of health, ought to influence 
teachers in keeping th^ir windows 
open at proper intervals. 
But the 


health of the child run is of paramount 
importance to the public, for in 
childhood and youth the seeds of 
disease are SOTTD which m.iko feeble 
and nervous meu snd women in after 
life.
